of the cost of keeping a w'ork horse 
i n* Illinois farms goes for feed, 
ac­ 


cording to records kept by 14 Cham­ 
paign and Piatt County farmers last 
year in co-operation with the farm 
organization and management depart­ 
ment of the College of Agriculture, 
University of Illinois. A summary of 
the records just made 'by K. H. My­ 
ers, a member 
of 
the 
department 
shows that feed was charged with 66 
per cent of the $120.45 which it cost 
the 14 farmers, on an average, 
to 
keep a work horse in 1923. 
The av­ 
erage rate for horse laY>or costs 
>n 
these farms was almost 17 cents 
an 
hour and each horse worked an av­ 
erage of slightly more than 719 h .»urs 
during 
the 
year, 
or 
K*ss than 2.5 
hours for each w'ork day. 
“The hourly cost of horse labor on 
the 14 farms varied from 12 to 
20 
cents on the various farm s”, Mr. My­ 
ers said. 
“This item, which is de­ 
termined by diriding the total cost 
f keeping a horse by the total num­ 
ber of hours worked during the year, I 
is a standard measure of horse laboi 
efficiency. 
“The average 
numi>er 
of 
h >UTs 
each horse worked a day which is a 
third measure of horse labor eflici-1 
ency varied from 1.35 to 3.25 
hours 
on the 14 farms. 
“Crop acres worked by 
each horse, 
or the number of acres in cultivated 
crops for each work horse kept, vari­ 
ed from 11.9 to 
22.9 
acres on 
the 
farm s which did not keep tractors. 
“Since feed makes up two-thirds of 
the total cost 
of 
keeping 
a horse, 
economical feeding will go a long wray 
toward down the price of horse labor. 


This point is often overlooked, since 
practically all of 
the 
feed us«<i by 
horses is grown oh the farm. 
“Another way to reduce 
horse 
labor costs is to 
raise colt'. 
Furth­ 
er reductions in the costs of horse la­ 
bor may be made by getting 
more 
Work out of each horse. 
This may he 
done by using a crop rotation system 
which will give an oven disrtibution 
of labor throughout the year and by 
having' the farm laid out so that the 
field'' will be of good size ami h cat- 
ed so that they can he reached from 
the main barn.
